Governor proposes 10% 
income tsx cut in '69 
SACRAMENTO (UPI) -Gov. Ronald 
Reagan said Friday night he will ask 
the legislature to grant state income tax- 
payers a 10 per cent election year cut. 
Democrat Jess M. Unruh denounced the 
plan as a fraud. 
The Republican governor announced 
the first major state tax cut in recent 
years in a brief filmed “ Report to the 
People” distributed to television sta- 
tions. 
Reagan credited state economies and 
unexpected revenues — mainly due to in- 
flation — with pushing state receipts 
$100 million above expectations. He said 
taxpayers should get a tax rebate when 
they file their income tax returns for 
calendar 1969 — due by April 15, 1970. 
“ Normally with this kind of money 
left over government finds away to spend 
it,” Reagan said. “ And in so doing, it 
usually builds up the cost of government 
for years to come until eventually it has 
to ask for more revenues. 
“ We think we’re doing something a lit­ 
tle unprecedented but we believe you’re 
entitled to a rebate,” he added. “ You 
should receive that $100 million back.” 
Former Speaker Unruh — now Assem­ 
bly Democratic leader — lambasted Rest 
gan on grounds the rebate wasn’t high 
enough. He noted that the 1967 legis­ 
lature — in Reagan's first year as gov­ 
ernor — passed a $1 billion tax boost 
program that was four times higher than 
any tax increase in the state’s history. 


Unruh said that both Assemblyman 
John G. Veneman, R-Modesto, chairman 
of the Revenue and Taxation Commit­ 
tee, and Legislative Analyst A. Alan Post 
had calculated the state’s surplus next 
June at $200 million. 
He also pressed again for a payroll 
withholding plan for state income tax that 
he said would yield an added $100 miL 
lion from persons who do not now pay 
their taxes. 
“ There is only one honest way to des­ 
cribe the governor’s proposal,” Unruh 
said. “ It is a fraud upon the taxpayers 
of Califonia — a calculated effort to de­ 
ceive the people of this state.” 
Unruh, a possible candidate for gov­ 
ernor in 1970, added: “ I will fight to in- 
sure that the people get all the tax re­ 
lief they are entitled to — all $300 mil­ 
lion. And if the Legislature refused to 
institute withholding, I will still insist 
that the $200 million surplus be returned 
to the people — from whom it was taken 
only two years ago.” 
Reagan's 
announcement 
came four 
days before he is to submit his state 
budget for fiscal 1969-70 to the state 
legislature. It’s expected to total a reo 
ord $6 billion. 
It also came in advance of a report 
by State Controller Houston I. Flournoy 
on ways to reform state taxes — a task 
given to the controller by Reagan. Flour­ 
noy told a newsman he expects his report 
will be made public in about two weeks. 
Middle East "powder keg" says 
Nixon; calls special meeting 


WASHINGTON (UPD-President Nix­ 
on meets with his National Security Coun­ 
cil today on the Middle East situation 
which Nixon himself has called “ a pow­ 
der keg, very explosive.” It may com­ 
pel him to make his first major for­ 
eign policy decisions. 
The most Immediate problem before 
Nixon in respect to the Middle East 
is how to reply to a French proposal 
for a meeting of the U.N. representa­ 
tives of the Big Four to try to lay the 
groundwork for a settlement. 
The session was scheduled for 9:30 
a.m. EST. 
The Johnson administration was reluc­ 
tant to agree to such a session because 
it might look as if the four nations were 
trying to impose a settlement. The U.S. 
view until now has been that the Arabs 
and the Israelis must somehow be per­ 
suaded. to negotiate — a view expressed 
by Sen Jacob K. Javits,R-N.Y.t during a 
White House visit Friday. 
The Johnson administration officials 
felt Israel would take a dim view of 
anything in which France played a role 
because of Charles de Gaulle’s refusal

paid for, and the French president’s de­ 
cision to impose a total embargo on 
any sale of military equipment or spare 
parts. 
Britain now has joined the Soviet 
Union and France, however, in pushing 
for a four-nation meeting. Nixon may 
find it necessary to agree to this, but 
with the stipulation the four are working 
strictly within the framework of the Unit- 
ed Nations. 


The Nixon administration also has to 
decide what stand to take on a Soviet 
proposal in January calling for Israel 
and the Arabs to make their “ guaran- 
tees” to the United Nations because the 
Arabs refuse to talk with Israel. Is­ 
rael has called the plan unacceptable 
because it appears to require them to 
withdraw from all occupied Arab terri­ 
tory without adequate guarantees of Is­ 
raeli security. 


The Johnson administration passed the 
issue on to Nixon by neither accepting 
nor rejecting the Soviet plan but ask- 
ing a series of questions to which Mos­ 
cow has not yet replied. 


As Javits left the White House he told 
newsmen: “ I would hope our country 
would not be a party of any dictated 
settlement in the Middle East. Peace in 
the Middle East would become possible 
only through direct negotiations between 
the Arabs and Israel . . . ” 


One of the ambassadors who pre­ 
sented credentials to Nixon Friday, Rolf 
Pauls of West Germany, said that never 
in history has an Imposed solution real­ 
ly solved a problem. 
Pauls said if the parties in the Mid­ 
dle East could agree on establishing 
communications, a period of great pros­ 
perity would come to all countries in 
the region. 


Local bookkeeper "played it cool"

Glenn Lyte listens to a different tune, 
steps to a different drummer. 
A resident of 416 E. Lemon St., he is 
now a part-time bookkeeper at May Van 
and Storage. But in the heyday of the 
ballroom dance bands, he directed what 
was billed as “ the best dance band in 
Wisconsin” and “ one of the most popo- 
lar 
of all broadcasting orchestras.” 
Two of his band members spawned the 
hit “ Dream a Little Dream of Me.” 
The career of one of his original saxo­ 
phone and trumpet players has catapult­ 
ed into the camp of Les Brown and his 


Band of Renown. And of the 20 records 
Lyte cut, his biggest seller was his 
own arrangement of “ Betty Co-Ed,” 
which reportedly sold one million cop­ 
ies. 


Born in Milwaukee in 1901, Lyte, 
then known as Glen Lietzke, started with 
four musicians in 1925 and graduated 
to an eight and 10 piece orchestra. He 
was recognized as “ perhaps the young­ 
est maestro in charge of a major orches­ 
tra,” according to one account. 


The Midnite Serenaders, with their 
easy, danceable type of syncopation, 


toured elegant ballrooms, primarily in 
the Midwest, 
broadcasting live over 
such stations as WISN, WTMJ in Mil­ 
waukee, WGN in Chicago and NBS and 
Columbia chains. They played at the 
Eagles Ballroom in Milwaukee, Moder­ 
nistic 
Ballroom at the Wisconsin State 
Fair Park, the Graystone in Detroit, 
Greenwich Village Club in Dayton, 
Ohio and a host of others. Additional 
entertainment 
to their music included 
comedians and singers. Lyte himself 
took the microphone to warble in his 
“ almost tenor” when he wasn’t seated 
at the piano or directing. 
Once, 
while 
performing 
for 
the 


Greenwich Village Club in Dayton, Lyte 
had to pinch-hit for an emcee that didn’t 
arrive. “ I had done a lot of radio an­ 
nouncing,” said Lyte, “ but I only had 
time for a half-hour rehearsal before 
the show began. I’m short - five feet 
five Inches — and when I went out on the 
stage, some guy in the audience shout­ 
ed, ‘Get up off your knees.’ Lyte retort­ 
ed, “ That’s just where I’m going to stay, 
because I’m going to pray that I can get 
through this evening.” On the strength 
of that remark, he kept the job tor 
two weeks.

Oil slick playing tag with 
area beaches; kills sea fife 


An ominous oil slick possessing death- 
dealing potential for sea life and calam­ 
ity for the shoreline, played tag last night 
and this morning with beaches from Car­ 
pentaria to a point south of Rincon. 
The oil slick, coming from a ruptured 
offshore well, spread out in the sea yes­ 
terday and began taking its toll of 
birds and sea life. 
The Coast Guard in Santa Barbara 
reported today that an aerial survey 
taken just before dark Friday showed no 
appreciable change from yesterday mor­ 
ning. The official said that the western 
boundry of the slick intercepting the 
beach now extends to Loon Point at Car- 
perteria. The eastern edge remains at 
Pitas Point located between Rincon and 
Ventura, he said. 


“ Beach patrols reported late yester­ 
day that there is oil in the surf but no 
deposits on the beach,” the Coast Guard 
spokesman said. 
The well in the Pacific six miles 
southwest of Santa Barbara continued to 
frustrate efforts of experts from Texas 
to halt the discharge of 21,111 gallons 
of raw petroleum every day. They de- 
clined to predict when the flow would be 
checked. 
A U.S. Coast Guard observation team 
reported that blotches of oil slick could 
be seen in a 200 square mile area on 
the sea’s surface. 
Suffocated fish and oil soaked birds 
in pathetic death agonies were seen on 
the shore below Santa Barbara. Authori­ 
ties were deluged with calls from people 
asking what they could do to relieve 
the birds’ distress. 


Only about 1,000 yards of coast at 
popular Rincon Beach had been touched 
by oil Thursday, but the shoreline af­ 
fected Friday grew to about three and 
one half miles. 
Gov. Ronald Reagan demanded that the 
federal government establish a fund to aid 
California and other states to fight 
coastal oil pollution. 
The Union Oil Co., operator of the 
well, hired two planes and a boat to drop 
chemicals on the oil slick in an effort 
to disperse it. The planes concentrated 
with some success on points where the 
slick was approaching the shore. 


A drilling ship (Wodeco II) was brought 
to the scene this morning by Union Oil 
to drill an intersecting shaft in an effort 
to tap into the same deposit level where 
the petroleum is escaping. 
A Coast Guard spokesman said fav­ 
orable winds and tides were helping 
keep the oil at sea in most places. 
A boom was used to block a canal 
feeding seawater to the Southern Cali­ 
fornia Edison Co’s steam generating 
plant near Oxnard. The plant was shut 
to prevent contaminating the machinery. 
Dead dolphins and dying seagulls were 
seen at Rincon Beach, Bird experts 
said gulls and grebes were ingesting oil 
from their feathers, and were being 
poisoned. 


“ It’s going to get worse before it 
gets better,” said W. H. Putsan, an 
agent of the State Department of Fish 
and Game. “ Unless they get the source 
of seepage stopped, and quickly, we 
are going to have a real problem on our 
hands.” 
The crisis recalled the wreck of the 
supertanker Torrey Canyon off Land’s 
End, England, in March, 1967. The ves­ 
sel spilled 100,000 tons of oil on beach­ 
es. 


Key leaders meet in S. 8. to 
map disaster warning system

Government agencies within the county 
are taking rapid action to construct a 
warning system to insure early and ade­ 
quate notices to residents in the event 
of a disaster 
Supervisor Daniel Grant is heading 
up a committee composed of key lead­ 
ers from the county, cities and federal 
agencies. The committee is charged with 
developing an early warning system. 
The group met yesterday morning in 
Santa Barbara and emerged with basic 
concepts that will be expanded and im­ 
proved upon at later meetings of the 
body. 


The committee and its hurriedly call­ 
ed sessions grew out of the Jan 25 
floods which inundated much of the coun­ 
ty from Carpinteria to Surf and caused 
millions of dollars in property damages. 
There have been many complaints, es­ 
pecially from the Santa Rosa and Lorn- 
poc Valleys, that the warnings issued by 
officials were not sufficiently clear to 
enable people to appreciate the magni­ 
tude of the diaster that was roaring 
down on them in the form of the Santa 
Ynez River. 
Lompoc City Administrator Gene Wäh­ 
lers Is a member of the committee. He 
said late yesterday that the group had 
discussed methods of improving com­ 
munications between Flood Control Dis­ 
trict headquarters in Santa Barbara, 
Lake Cachuma, Gibralter Dam and Lom­ 
poc. 


“ As an interim measure, a communi­ 
cations system will consist of the courv- 
ty sending radio cars to Cachuma, Flood 
Control Headquarters and Lompoc if 
heavy rains indicate problems may arise. 
That way we will have a constant and 
direct link with the points where the 
information should be originating,’’Wäh­ 
lers explained. 


During an alert the County Disaster 
Office Is being charged with the respon­ 
sibility of notifying the Solvang and 
Lompoc Police Departments and Vancien- 
berg AFB, Wahlers said. 


In the city proper, a disaster con­ 
trol station will be set up in City Hall 
to serve as the primary headquarters. 
The old Civil Defense communications 
will be a backup system. “ In the event 
of a disaster, I will become the direc­ 
tor of Civil Defense which Is the way 
such a plan Is suppose to function,” 
Wahlers noted. 


On a long range basis, the committee 
plans to investigate the use of comput­ 
ers to aid in calculating and determ­ 
ining the potential of any threat — es­ 
pecially in flood situations “ To have bet. 
ter communications we need better In­ 
formation. It may be that we can set 
up flood stage reading gauges at key 
points, improve the data received on rain- 
fall and soil moisture readings, he 
noted. 


The group also touched on the com­ 
plaints received regarding the dumping 
of the water from Cachuma but general­ 
ly agreed there is no way to control 
that aspect of the problem, according to 
Wahlers. He said the committee was 
going to prepare a special report on how 
Cachuma Dam operates so that the pub­ 
lic might better understand the problem. 
Wahlers also said that Phil Macius, 
local representative of the Bureau of 
Reclamation, noted that the total spil­ 
lage from Lake Cachuma probably would 
not have filled the new reservoir as 
some had thought. He also expressed the 
opinion that had the Lompoc dam and 
reservoir been in being that there would 
have been no flooding in the lower val­ 
ley, Wahlers said 


State s semester

American artillery base. 
Four terro rists 
riding two 
m otorscooters attacked a car 
carrying Maj. Gen. Nguyen Van 
Kiem, South Vietnam’s pres­ 
idential military adviser, with a 
plastic bomb and a grenade less

from 
the 
presidential palace. 
The explosion wounded Kiem 
and six other persons, and the 
te rro rists dodged police bullets 
as they sped away. It was the 
second te rro rist attack against 
a high government official in 
Saigon in a month. Education 
M inister Le M inhTri was killed, 
by a grenade thrown into his 
car Jan. 6. 
Communist forces marked the 
first anniversary of the start of 
last y ear’s fierce battle for the 
form er imperial capital of Hue

rockets into the center of the 
city today. The attack, the first 
on the northern city since the 


Nov. 1 bombing halt of North 
Vietnam, wounded seven civi­ 
lians, spokesmen said.

Lakers' Fred Schaus is middle man 
between Van Breda Kolf, Big Wilt

NEW YORK (UPI)-Natural- 
ly, there are two sides to that 
Los Angeles Lakers situation. 
Some side with Wilt Chamber- 
lain. Others will Bill Van Breda 
Kolff, the coach. Me? I side 
with Fred Schaus, the Lakers' 
General Manager and the real 
man in the middle. 
Any time Van Breda Kolff has 
a beef with Chamberlain, he’s 
free to tell him about it and any 
time it happens to be the other 
way around, Chamberlain car­ 
ries enough weight so he can 
tell his coach about it also. 
But who can Fred Schaus 
tell? His wife? 
Among 101 other things, it is 
Schaus' function to keep peace 
between his coach and his top 
star and although he’s doing a 
fine job of it right now and all 
is happiness and light with the 
Lakers, let’s see what happens 
the next time the club isn’t 
winning. 
Schaus doesn't think there’ll 
be any further friction between 
the two men and right there 
alone he has to qualify as the 
most optimistic Individual in 
the 
entire 
Pacific 
Standard 
Time Zone. He claims he never 
felt like a policeman between 
the two or even a referee. 
“ Not really,” 
he says. “ I 
talked to each, of course, and 
both are very strong-minded. 
Thankfully, the two of them are 
extremely intelligent. I don't 
believe I've 
ever 
known a 
brighter or more intelligent 
athlete than Wilt and Bill is no 
dummy by any means. I told 
them 
I 
felt 
they would be 
professional enough to work it 
out and I believe they have. 
There’s no denying there was a 
problem but never to the extent 
reported in the media. I feel it 


was blown all out of proport ion. 
Regardless, 
there 
are 
no 
problems now.” 
While nobody ever clearly 
defined the problems between 
Van Breda Kolff and Chamber- 
lain it is relatively safe to say 
their differences had to do with 
the way Wilt was playing. He 
was everything anyone could 
ask for on defense but rather 
ho-hum on offense, a key phase 
of the game which was always 
supposed to be his thing. Van 
Breda Kolff wanted his big man 
not to spend all night playing a 
high post. He wanted him to go 
toward the basket and get those 
rebounds. 
Sports Illustrated hopped on 
it, made the whole business its 
lead article and the next thing 
anybody 
knew, Chamberlain, 
who had been going 
along 
averaging a nice quiet 19 points 
a game, suddenly bombarded 
Cincinnati 
with 
60 
Sunday. 
Nautrally, there were those who 
said 
the 
sometimes 
ultra­ 
sensitive Chamberlain did it 
only to show up the magazine. 
Schaus doesn’t think so. 
“ I don’t think any one article 
could have that much influence 
on him. Remember we had lost 
a tough ball game to Detroit 
and a big game to Atlanta right 
before 
that. 
Possibly 
Wilt 
thought he hadn’t scored enough 
in those losses and maybe with 
that thought in mind, like any 
other ball player would, he went 
more to the hoop against the 
Royals.” 
But Chamberlain is not at all 
like 
any other 
player 
and 
nobody knows that better than 
Schaus. 
Nor 
does 
anybody 
•regard him more highly. 
“The one thing this club has 
lacked for years,” Schaus says, 
referring to the lakers, “ is the 
big guy. We never had the guy 


who could get us those 25 
rebounds. When we went out 
and got Wilt we knew we were 
going to have a 
lot more 
pressure put on us. We also 
knew to get him we would have 
to give up some personnel that 
would leave us not as deep as 
we were in the guard position. 
But I honestly believe we’re 25 
per cent stronger now that we 
have Wilt. And I also think a lot 
of things written about him 
during his career were unfair 
I’ll say this as far as the Lakers 
management 
and myself are 
concerned, 
he's 
been 
just 
perfect. 
He’s 
made all the 
personal appearances we asked 
him to, he's cooperative and 
he’s never late to practice. Why 
he gets here before the doors 
are opened.” 


The Lakers appear to be 
rolling 
fine 
now 
atop 
the 
western division of the NBA but 
Schaus says there's still a long 
way to go and he’s concerned 
about a thigh injury Jerry West 
suffered in Wednesday night’s 
122-120 win over San Diego. 
“ We’ve got to have a healthy 
West,” says the Lakers’ GM. 
“ He’s 
the quarterback. 
He 
directs the team. When he went 
out of the game with San Diego 
we had a 22-point lead but we 
damn 
near 
blew 
the 
ball 
game.” 


No one man actually is the 
whole show with the Lakers. 
Not Chamberlain, not West, not 
Elgin 
Baylor, 
not 
anyone. 
Schaus has a good word for all 
of them and he never skips over 
Chamberlain. 
“ I coached against him seven 
years,” he says. “ I’m awfully 
happy to have him on my side 
for a change.” 
So 
is 
Van 
Breda 
Kolff. 
Sometimes.

hometown appearance since his 
prodigious 29 feet, 2, 2 inch leap 
at Mexico City, was bothered by 
a leg injury and bowed out of 
the competition after one jump. 
Daring Dick Fosbury, creator 
of the famous Fosbury flop high 
jumping style, also had his 
problems and had to settle for a 
leap of 6 feet, 8 inches. The 
Oregon State athlete was beaten 
in his specialty by upstart Ron 
Jourdan of the University of 
Florida who jumped seven feet, 
one inch. 
Then there was the case of

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Important mood established by 
President Nixon's inauguration 


An important mood was es­ 
tablished by the religious as­ 
pects of the Nixon inauguration. 
In Washington, the most se­ 
cular of our American cities, 
a note of searching concern 
and spiritual renewal was pres­ 
ent in the first moments of 
the new administration. 


For one thing, a large ecu­ 
menical prayer service was 
held prior to the swearing-in 
ceremonies. Th: Dughout the ci­ 
ty, posters were on display in 
store 
windows and building 
and hotel lobbies, showing pray­ 
ing 
hands with the 
words: 
Thanksgiving, blessing, rededi­ 
cation, guidance. 


In the 
ecumenical prayer 
service, Dr. Norman Vincent 
Peale read a Call for Spiritu­ 
al Renewal which included the 
following: 
“We call upon our fellow citi­ 
zens to examine their own lives 
pies and practices uf their in­ 
stitutions that this may become 
stitutions that this may become 
a period of spiritual and moral 
renewal.” 
Such statements are not cas­ 
ually phrased when offered in 
the setting of the advent of a 
new political administration. I 
read this 
paragraph several 
times and I realized how pow­ 
erful and cutting it can be when 
fairly and honestly applied to 
all of our institutions, their 
principles and practices. 
Education, for instance, is 
getting the vibration treatment 
these days from students hot 
for improvement. This is fine 
but when the heat is turned on 
for the sake of conflict and 
the entertainment value deriv­ 
ed, it ceases to be helpful or 
honest. In some instances, like 
San Francisco andSwarthmore, 
Pa., we have had natural ten­ 
sions turned into irrational and 
inhumane explosions. The suf­ 
fering and shame at these two 
centers far exceeded the griev­ 
ances proclaimed. It is time 
to “re-examine their own lives” 
if these participants are to be 
counted as genuine citizens. 
On the other hand, the lead­ 
e rs of educational, religious, 
and political systems (including 
Selective Service) are inmortal 
danger if they think that we 
shall have business as usual, 
with neither renewal nor re­ 
form as long as the people are 


praying. In the life of Christ, 
praver always preceded action 
and in the strongest moments of 
the faithful, this has been true. 
And people are looking at the 
institution —for a hundred years 
or more. In the middle of the last 
century, 
that 
professional 
American watcher, Alexis de 
Tocqueville, said: 


“I am tempted to believe that 
what we call necessary insti­ 
tutions are often no more than 
institutions to which we have 
grown accustomed. In m atters 
of social constitution, the field 
of possibilities is much more 
extensive than 
men living in 
their various societies are rea­ 
dy to imagine.”

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
A study of President Johnson’s final 
budget brings a number of peculiarities 
to light. 
In several ways the document seems 
calculated to saddle Mr. Nixon with 
Johnson policies. Other items seem set 
up to trap the new president politically. 
The main thrust, 
however, seems aim­ 
ed at making Johnson 
show up well histor­ 
ically in a budget he 
’I 
~ \ 
w ill not be required

to live with. Take the 
matter of spending. 
The 
Congress ap­ 
proved 
the Johnson 
% 
surtax on the under­ 
standing that Johnson would cut ex­ 
penditures. Johnson was expected to 
shelve some $6 billion in new contracts. 
But Congress left a loophole. It called 
for expenditure cuts but forgot to speci­ 
fy an equivalent reduction in the awarding 
of contracts. 
Johnson has taken advantage of this 
loophole. His administration didn’t obli­ 
gate the shelved funds so long as the ex­ 
penditure would fall during the Johnson 
term of office. But in the weeks before 
the Nixon take-over, the Johnson men 
were heavily placing new obligations — 
that is, letting new contracts that will 
come up for payment in Nixon’s term. 


This tactic kept spending low in John­ 
son’s last year, but forces these heavier 
expenditures on the Nixon administra­ 
tion. 
By obligating the funds, Johnson 
forces an extension of his policies on 
Nixon. It is very difficult and expen­ 
sive — in money and political effect — 
to withdraw contracts once let. 
Johnson apparently has set two furth­ 
er traps for Nixon. 
He has presented neatly balanced bud­ 
gets with a surplus of $2.4 billion for 
fiscal 1969 and a surplus of $3.4 bil­ 
lion for fiscal 1970. 
But in achieving these paper balanc­ 
es in the black, Johnson has greatly un­ 
derestimated the cost of: 
—The Vietnam war. 
—Research and development required 
to carry out budget programs. 
-Replenishing m ilitary arms and sup­ 
plies now at a dangerously low level as 
the result of the fighting in Southeast 
Asia. 
—Buildings, equipment and supplies for 
a wide variety of rograms throughout 
the government. 
These hidden underestimates seem de­ 
signed to require Nixon to come back for 
more funds. They seem aimed at insur­ 
ing Nixon will end up in the red, though 
Johnson presented him with a budget 
“ in the black.”

The Johnson budget for 1970 funnels 
money rapidly into a number of young, 
untested programs. 


The experience in foreign aid, educa­ 
tion and the war on poverty is that when 
huge amounts of money are quickly pour­ 
ed into unproven new programs, the in­ 
evitable result has been waste, corrup­ 
tion, graft, inefficiency. Current expo­ 
sures of financial irregularities in New 
York C ity’s poverty program are an ex­ 
ample. Often a great deal of harm is 
done to the intended recipients. 


This has been so in programs where 
the objectives were clear and the basic 
concepts sound. It has been even more 
true when the government has moved 
into fields in which experience was lim­ 
ited or objectives vague* 
Yet, once in a budget proffered to Con­ 
gress, it w ill be difficult politically for 
Nixon to slash away at unrealistic fund­ 
ing proposals. He will be accused of 
being insensitive to the needs of the 
poor, minorities and young people. Al­ 
ternately, if he goes ahead at the pace 
outlined in Johnson’s budget, the new 
President w ill leave himself open to 
charges of waste, bungling and misman­ 
agement.

W orld Report by Henry J. Taylor 
Kremlin pitch 


President Richard M. Nixon and Sec­ 
retary of State William P. Rogers are 
getting a behind-the-scenes pass from 
the Kremlin that now has reached a point 
of particulars in the explosive Mideast 
situation. 
Mr. Nixon and Mr. Rogers know that 
it’s the Kremlin’s carrot and sticks all 
over again, but there is substance in 
the particulars. That is what counts. 
The first hint came from Moscow aft­ 
er Soviet Foreign Secretary Andrei Gro­ 
myko visited Egyptian President Gamal 
Abdel Nasser in Cairo on December 
21-23. Then the Kremlin formalized the 
proposal to President Nixon on the day 
he took office, and even went so far as 
to attach maps. 
The Soviet propos­ 
al contains the hith­ 
erto 
unrevealed pro­ 
spect that Israel will 
ultimately 
negotiate 
about the Gaza Strip, 
much 
of 
the 
terri­ 
tory (outside Jerusa­ 
lem) taken from Jo r­ 
dan, and even parts of 
the Sinai which Tel 
Aviv has insisted are 
not negotiable. 
In exchange, and most importantly, 
it omits its insistence that Israel deal 
through the United Nations, the Arab 
world’s pressures notwithstanding. This 
would be a true, vital and possible de­ 
cisive breakthrough. 
Able Presidential envoy Robert B. An­ 
derson's 1967 trip to see Nasser was 
precipitated by 
a warning from Isarel 
Prem ier Levi Eshkol to the U.N. on Oc­ 
tober 30, 1967. Israel has been ada­ 
mantly unwilling, as we are regarding 
our Vietnam policy, to surrender her 
post - victory policy to the loaded votes 
of the U.N. Eshkol demanded that the 
U.N. “ refrain from any step that will 
make it difficult for Israel to nego­ 
tiate with her neighbors.” In short, 
hands off — and for sure! 
But Eshkol has indicated to President 
Nixon that Israel realizes, neverthe­ 
less, that it badly needs diplomacy. Be­ 
hind the scenes, the victorious Israel 
is hard for this. 
First, Israel is factually on the de­ 
fensive. In the 1948 Palestine war she did 
take 3,000 square miles more than the 
U.N. resolution of November 29, 1947, 
gave her. 
Next, in the 1956 Suez crisis, when 
the British and French lost out and their 
seizure of the canal never came to pass, 
only the Israelis achieved their objec­ 
tive. 
Next, since the 1967 victory Israel 
has kept Syria’s Golan Heights. This 
is now an Israeli defense line instead of 
a Syrian attack line, and sim ilar occu­ 
pations exist in other strategic areas. 
Next, Israel has won no friends by 
appearing to refuse to take back the mil­ 
lion evicted Arab refugees, dating from 
1948, and not share the Jordan waters. 
And, finally, Tel Aviv insiders know 
many Catholics and other religious ele­ 
ments throughout the world are alienat­ 
ed by Israel’s adamant refusal to nego­ 
tiate 
regarding 
an 
Israel-held Jeru­ 
salem. 
These weaknesses in the Israeli posi­ 
tion threaten the main thrust of Israeli 
postwar 
policy, 
hardly 
understood 
in the outside world, whereas the over­ 
all objective requires great power. 
In and out of the Arab world, and in 
Moscow as well as Washington, the con­ 
sensus is that Israel proposes to achieve 
the balance of power in the vital Mideast 
region, and that Tel Aviv intends to en­ 
force — if possible — a stabilizing cen­ 
ter of gravity that will fill the vacuum. 
The Soviet proposal in the hands of Mr. 
Nixon and Mr. Rogers contains 11 ref­ 
erences 
to 
what can only be read as 
agreements reached with Nasser. These 
include committing the Arab states to 
accept Israel’s existence (a first step 
toward the negotiations Israel lias urg­ 
ed), the acceptance of an Israel within 
secure borders, and Israel's freedom of 
navigation through Egypt’s Red Sea bot­ 
tlenecks and the Suez canal. 
It indicates even a willingness on 
Nasser’s part to discuss Israel’s de­ 
mand for the Sharm el-Sheik heights 
above the Straits of Tiran to further as­ 
sure free navigation. 
The payoff to Moscow would be the re­ 
opening of the Suez Canal, a pressing 
economic reason along with that achieve­ 
ment’s political reward to Soviet ambi­ 
tions in Yemen. Saudi Arabia. East Af­ 


rica and the strategic areas of the Indian 
Ocean. 
History reveals innumerable exam­ 
ples of cold war Soviet behavior with its 
sudden shifts from “ hard line” to “ soft 
line” to gain immediate objectives and 
comfort the United States. Mr. Nixon 
and Mr. Rogers, fully aware, are taking 


a quiet, hard look at this Kremlin pitch, 
both of them reaching for anything that 
might be possible if the Soviet — even 
for the moment — is in its “ soft line” 
phase.

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
As President-elect 
Richard 
Nixon 
scans the whole foreign policy field be­ 
fore taking office, he can find no more 
vexing second-level problem than what to 
do about reviving trade protectionism in 
this country. 
Some 115 propos­ 
als to fix import quo­ 
tas on steel, textiles, 
oil, meat, dairy prod­ 
ucts and many others 
await review by the 
91st 
Congress. 
Somehow 
this ava> 
lanche was halted in 
1968, but pressures 
▲ 
for action this year 
are 
stronger 
than 
ever. 
The somewhat more conservative com­ 
plexion of the new Congress suggests that 
resistance to this flow may be weaker. 
If one or two key quota measures get 
through, the barriers may burst and the 
nation could witness the heaviest on­ 
slaught of protectionism seen since the 
early 1930s. That earlier flood produced 
counterwaves 
from other 
countries, 
which helped plunge the world into deep 
depressions. 
Even if the new president decides 
finally to range himself against the pro­ 
tectionist surge, it is not entirely cer­ 
tain that he can stop it. With last year’s 
slightly less conservative Congress in 
action, the word then was that major quo­ 
ta bills which could get to the floor in 
both houses probably would win in a sweep 
big enough to make possible an over­ 
ride of a presidential veto. 
The issue has become a tantalizing one. 
The dangers of a new round of quota 
restrictions are gravely evident. But im­ 


ports have risen to the level where 
they are today contributing substantial­ 
ly to our heralded balance of payments 
deficit in world trade. 
A textile quota bill made the most 
headway in the previous Congress, but 
now steel has become the focus of at­ 
tention. 
Not since 1959 have steel exports top­ 
ped imports. That year a long steel 
strike shifted the balance, and the dis­ 
proportion has been growing steadily. 
Final 1968 figures are not available, 
but imports probably will reach a rec­ 
ord high beyond 15 million tons. One 
forecast goes as high as 18 million 
tons. 
Obviously steel is in trouble. Users, 
fearing domestic strikes, buy abroad. 
They are not unmindful, either, that the 
foreign price may undercut domestic 
prices by up to $40 a ton. The industry 
responds by demanding quotas on foreign 
products. 
Some effort is being made, via the 
State Department, to get European and 
Japanese producers to accept voluntary 
quotas. But U.S. steel men are not too 
hopeful. 
A summary account furnished to this 
reporter on the attitudes of our more 
active foreign trading partners makes it 
clear they view with great alarm the 
prospect of broadly revived trade bar­ 
riers. These nations are our best ex­ 
port customers. But we are also a key 
outlet for them. 
On balance, we still sell a good deal 
more to foreign lands than they do to us. 
plus with European nations came to 
roughly $20 billion. In 1966, it was $2.4 
billion for the same area, though by 
1968 our rising price scale had slash­ 
ed the total rather sharply.
